HOW WELLMAN IS MAKING 


READY FOR NORTH POLE 


His Air Ship is Nearly Ready In All 


Plans Complete. 


Expedition 
after 
expedition has 


been sent out to solve the mystery o? 
the North Pole, without success, yet 
in face of tbe previous discouraging 
failures, Walter 
Wellman, 
interna- 


tionally famous as explorer, lecturer, 
and 
newspaper 
correspondent, 
is 


to undertake for the Chicago Record- 
Herald a dash to the North Pole in 
an air ship. 


On two previous occasslons, in 1894 


ani 1899, Mr. Wellman has headed 
polar expeditions, and about the lat- 
ter part of June, expects to start from 
Spitsbergen, some 1000 miles north of 
Hawmerfest, Norway, which is with- 
in ,575 geographical 
miles 
of 
the 


Pole, and It Is estimated that the 
party'should be able to make 
the 


trip to the North Pole in ten or 
twelve days. 


The trip will be made during tho 


lofcg daylight months of the 
year. 


and communication with the world 
•will be maintained /throughout the 
trip by means of three wireless tele- 
graph stations. The first will be lo- 
cated at Hammerfest, where connec- 
Ition la had with the Atlantic cable, 
the second will be at Spitsbergen, the 
headquarters of the expedition, and 
the third on board of the air ship. 


The air ship In which the Wellman 


Record-Herald expedition Is to make 
its dash to the Pole is now being 
bnJlt by Engineer Louis Godard 
In 


Paris. It will be approximately 165 
ft. long and its greatest 
diameter 


will be about 52 ft. It will have a 
lifting power of 16.000 Ibs.. and 
the 


weight of the air ship, with its mo- 
torg and. machinery complete, will be 
6,600 Ibs. The weight of the crew, in- 
struments, wireless and other appara- 
tus, and gasoline, will be 9,400 Ibs. 
The air ship will be propelled by two 
motors, one of 50 and the other of 
25 H. P., driving two screws, and 
giving a speed of from ten to nine- 
teen miles an hour. The length or 
the .car, which is made entirely of 
•teel tubing, is a little over 52 ft. 
and the engine rooms and cabin for
